If the Sun Yat-sen regime in 
Canton should fall within the 
near future, lacks of funds with 
which to meet military demands 
willbe the main reason. It has 
long since been apparent that 
Dr. Sun has had the greatest 
difficulty in finding money—a 
fact which has accounted for the 
strange expedients which he has 
had to adopt in the way of forced 
loans and taxation-in-advance. 
There has been, in the recent 
past, something closely resembl- 
ing Sovietism in the measures 
which have been put into force 
for the raising of funds. We 
are, therefdre, not surprised to 
hear reports that there is a 
possiblity of Bolshevistic doct- 
rines being adopted if other 
means fail to produce the much- 
needed money with which to pay 
the troops and carry on the 
generat administration,

papers that, failing the advance 
of two lakhs of dollars from the 
rice merchants. their stocks will 
be commandeered.

Stresemann's Fall. 


The expected: has bappened in 
the enforced resignation of the 
Ministry of Herr. Stresemann 
after the rejection of a ynte of 
confidence by the Reichstag. It 
was impossible to read, day after 
day, of the unrest in Germany 
and the decress aimed at first one 
section “of the populace, tben 
another, without realising that 
the Berlin cabinet had no chance 
of pacifying the many classes of 
agitators in the conntry. It 
amounts to this—every section of 
the community is now agitat- 
ing for something or other; 
even those loyal to @ 
Raich having their particular 
“gronch.”. With winter hard- 
ships before them, the German 
people have an even worse 
outlook, and anyone attempting 
to holé- the reins of higher office 
with suecess will have a 
herculean task. Whither is it all 
leading? The prophets af woe 
can see but one ultimate ending— 
a-combination by sll parties in 
Germany asa last desperate pro- 
test against the bitters of defeat 
{n 1938. The present temper of 
the people is certainly such that 
a time might be coming shortly 
when the massés would rally ‘to 
the standard of anybody who 
appeared to point a. way out of 
their difficulties, and: if that 
person prove an evil genics. it 
will" maan . more, bloodshed, 
greater deprivation, and 4ventual, 
utter chaos. It is to be hoped 
that the Allies, discussing 
amongst themselves a cure for 
all these ills; will not erentualiy 
agree on one only to find that the 
patient has in the meantime 
undergone the process ‘of: final 
dissolution. . 


What Is Wanted. 


In considering the’ disturbéd 
state of Germany, one is remind- 
ed of the conditions in China, 
and with the various German 
States warring against one an- 
other (at present in spirit) and the 
gloomy future, the resamblence 
is the greater.. One is Ied ta con- 
sider the. statement made by Sir 
John Jordan about three weeks
